It is 
also a well 
known fdet 
that the 
Pennsylvania needs a new depot and 
wants one, that the C. II. & D. was 
once ordered to build and that a new 
depot for the other two roas would 
not be out of order. 
The talk of a union station has 
come from Pennslyvania way. 
That 
road must make a change very soon 
as the present conditions are far 
from convenient. 
At present every 
freight passing through here on that 
line must stop at the intersection of 
the Pennsylvania and the C. IT. A P. 
in order to abide by the State laws. 
B y stopping on that curve which is 
in that part 
of the 
track 
which 
passes through this city, tl\e tonnage 
on every freight train is reduced by 
three hundred tons. 
The Pennsyl­ 
vania would like very much to have 
another route through the city 
1 0 
alleviate that difficulty as much of 
the southern freight service is now 
being hauled through this city in­ 
stead of being carried around by In ­ 
dianapolis. 
The Pennsylvania lias had a plan 
for coming through the city 
for 
some time. 
It is to run 
the track 
down Thirteenth street through the 
Stewart & Tompkins 
and 
Belmont 
¡additions to Main street-, 
thence 
west to the L. E. & W . and Big Four 
and come in on the same track. 
Tt is 
said that if the city would graift the 
Pennsylvania 
the 
right-of-way in 
Thirteenth street, the company would 
take care of its own right-of-way, 
west of Main street. 
Several sur­ 
veys of that route have been nr.ue of 
which the Rushville people 
know 
nothing. 
There are many 
advantages for I 
Rushville to gain if that plan were 
followed out, aside from securing a 
union 
depot. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
tracks through this city would be 
taken up and incidentally, it i> likely 
that the property would revert 
to I 
the abutting property owners. 
The 
removal of the tracks would be a 
great improvement as they long have 
been an eyesore to Rushville. 
For tfiat reason it seems that the 
property owners would be much in 
favor of the plan and would bring 
what influence they could to bear on 
the city authorities so that the road 
would get a square deal. 
It seems 
that the Rushville Retail Merchants 
Association could well afford to take 
an active part in the movement as 
it would mean much to Rushville to 
obtain such an 
improvement. 
The 
change would probably 
mean that 
many of the through Louisville Penn­ 
sylvania 
trains 
would 
be 
sent 
through this city instead of by Indi­ 
anapolis.

Improvement 
lecture 
train to be run over 
the Big Four 
lines 
in 
Indiana, 
August 21-23. 
Data is being collected 
from many 
sources "for the lectures that will be 
given on this train and the literature 
that will be published. 
The follow­ 
ing are a few of the facts gathered 
for use in this campaign: 
Indiana grows annually more than 
2,500,000 acres of wheat. 
The aver­ 
age yield in the State for the past 
ten years has been 15.2 bushels per 
acre. 
The cost of producing an acre 
of wheat in Indiana is about $12.37. 
An increase of five bushels in 
the 
average yield per acre would mean 
an annual increase in the value 
of 
the crop of $12,500,000. 
The aver­ 
age yield of wheat grown under or­ 
dinary farm conditions on the P u r­ 
due experiment statiQii farm for the 
past 25 years has been 28 bushels 
per acre. 
Experiments in ten rep­ 
resentative 
counties of the 
State 
have shown an hverage gain due 
to 
fertilization of wheat of 11.6 bushels 
per acre. 
The average cost per acre 
of fertilization was $4.14. leaving a 
net profit per acre of $7.46. 
In comparison of 
wheat 
grown 
continuously oh the same land with 
wheat grown in four course rotation 
containing clover, it was found that 
the plats in the rotation yielded 5.0 
bushels per acre more than the plats 
in the continuous wheat series.

ap­ 
praisements made by state, county 
and township taxing officials, figures 
complied by the state boa*rd of tax 
commissioners indicate th a t during the 
appropriation period of two years, be­ 
ginning Oct. I of this year, the general 
fund of the Mate treasury will have a 
margin of approximately $100,000 on 
which to run. 
This will be brought 
about without the transfer to that 
fund of the state debt sinking fund, 
which has been necessary for several 
years. 
No taxes on the current year’s ap­ 
praisement will reach the state treas­ 
ury until June, 1912, hence about one- 
fourth of the 
appropriation 
period 
will be conducted from taxes collected 
according to the appraisem ent in force 
for the current taxing year, which is 
$151,147,799 lower on real estate and 
improvements than the appraisem ent 
just completed for the next taxing 
year. The personal property valuation 
on which taxes are being paid this 
year is also lower than the correspond­ 
ing valuation for the succeeding tax 
year, but the exact difference has not 
been 
deteimined. 
It is 
estimated, 
however, that it will be considerably 
less than the increase on real estate. 
The total net appraisem ent for tax­ 
ing purposes of all the property in the 
state, made in the appraisem ent sea­ 
son just closed, is $1,901,223,241. This 
is exclusive of m ortgage exemptions, 
amounting to $58,395,079.
